He thought, and I 
thought likely, that we could do a good busi- 
ness; his name, as the name of Decker, 
had ‘become retty well known, and as his 
name was Decker,“ we could do a good 
business. Iknew that “ Decker Brothers 
had become well known as makers of pianos. 
My only motive in going into business with 
uim was to make money out of his name of 
„Decker.“ He had no stock, and the value 
of his tools was estimated at $80 and some 
cents. The firm continued about a year, 
aud we took the firm name of Decker & 
Co., and our pianos were labeled ** Decker 
& Co.” After breaking up the partnership, 
the defendant, Myron A. Decker, still re- 
mained and had the charge of manufacturing 
pianos under me as foreman, or superin- 
tendent. 
Cross-examination by Mr. Abbett : 


The substance of what. Myron A. Decker 
said to me before we went into partnership, 
was in substance about as follows: That he 
thought it would be a good plan—a good 
idea—and that we would make money by 
forming a copartnership with the name of 
„Decker“; and that his name was Deck- 
er,” and that he was a iano-maker ; and 
that the name of D had become 
popular through Decker Brothers,” and 
there could not be any question but that we 
should do well. If I have to answer the 
question directly, I did, at his inducement, 
go into the business for the purpose of using 
the reputation of Decker Brothers.” We 
used no other name than that of Decker & 
Oo.” There was no scheme to use the name 
of Decker Brothers.” It was the name of 
„Decker simply, and that the name had 
become popular by the pianos manufactured 


by Decker Brothers,” because they were 


the only ones by the name of Decker in 
the business at that time. That induced us 
to use the name of Decker & Co.” If 
Myron A. Decker was an honest man, he 
certainly did not make any piavos except 
those which were sold to us and upon which 

Isley & Co.’s” name was to be put, while 
he was in our employ. 


The best evidence that Myron A. Decker 
did not create the reputation of the Deck- 
er” piano is afforded by the fact that ne did 
business under the following aliases ; „M. 
A. Decker, Isley & Co., Decker & 
Co.” “J. C. Barnes,” De cker & Barnes, 
and now Decker & Sons.“

The 
Indian runners— Henry dim and Cajo— 
arrived to-day from the camp of the hostiles 
pear Grand River, and reported to Ouray. 
Indian-Inspector Pollock and Henry Jim, as- 
sistant to the Issue Clerk at White River prior 
to the massacre, left the camp of Douglass and 
Johnson yesterday morning an hour after 
suprise, and at nearly sunset the men 
met Geo. Adams, with his escort, 
shout half-way between Los Pinos and 
the hostile camp, arriving at Chief Ouray’s to- 

jay noon. , 
The present camp of the hostiles is located 
op a small creek a sbort distance this side of 


unharmed

with difficulty. The 
camp is surrounded by bands of Indians, 
who are ruunms off horses and lying in wait for 


stragglers. 

Ihe body of the chief of scouts, Humme, was 
found by the cavalry on the 23d and_ buried. 
He had been killed at the time Lieut. Weir fell. 
The body of Lieut. Weir will arrive at Rawlins 
about the Ist of November. 

A fight is reported at the old battle- ground on 
Miik Creek between the Utes and ranchmen. 
No particulars received as vet. 

A pack-train with supplies reached Merritt’s 
command on the 22¢. The command is very 
much in need of all kinds of supplies. 

Ano her talk will be held with the Indians in 
a lew days, 

ANOTHER DISPATCH. 

Waeumorox. D. C., Oct. 25.—The following 
telegram was received this evening by the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs:

Everything quiet at pres- 
ent. Have had a talk with Ouray, and two

River Agency. Mrs. Meeker, Miss Meexer, 
Mrs. Price and her two children are prisoners in 
Jobnson’s camp. A courier met Gen. Adams 
last night, ove day’s march from the hostile 
camp. Ouray believes the prisoners wiil be de- 
livered to Adams. 

At the Thornburgh massacre twenty-three In- 
dians were killed and two wounded. After 
Tbornbure’sh fight, the Indians, knowing of Mer- 
ritt’s approach, made preparations for a great 
battle, and were on the eve of attacking, when 
they received orders from Ouray to cease fight- 
ing and retire, which they obeyed. Will wait 
here for the return of Adams, when the Indians 
expect to have a great council, the results of 
which cannot be foreseen.

We know that the engagements the Govern- 
ment has eotcred into must be respected, and I 
dety any one to put his hand on any state- 
ment, by any responsible leader of the Liberal 
party, to the contrary. We are asked 
what our policy will be. It is impossible to de- 
scribe, in its details, the policy of the future un- 
der cireumstances of which we can know noth- 
ing certain, and of which wecan only make a 
forecast. England’s policy should not be the 
imitation of the policy of any other Power. 
There is no Power in Europe except England 
which has not known the

Pollock will leave immediately for the front.

Oct. 24, via Rawlins, 
25th. He reports that he visited the camp of 
the hostiles between Grand and Gunnison Riv- 
ers, and that, afier holding a conference with 
them, the captive women and children were de- 
livered to him without conditions. He then 
proceeded te Gen. Merritt’s camp on White 
River, where he arrived on the night of the 23d. 
He informs the Secretary that, after con- 
lerring with Gen. Merritt, he will re- 
urn to the camp of the bostiles and proceed 
thence. to Chief Ouray's home at Los Pinos 
(where he expects to arrive on the 30th inst.), 
with a view to accomplishing the other purposes 
bf his mission, in which he hopes to be equally 


„ Successful. He adds an expression of great 


hopefulness that further hostilities may be whol- 
ly averted. 

Gen. Adams also reports that after leaving 
the bostiles' country be met Indian ruoners who 
reported their “lookouts”’ had a fight on tne 
2th inst. with a hunting party from Mer- 
ritt’s camp, brought about accidentally by 
the scouts firing on an Indian, in which a 
Scout named Hume, Lieut. Weir, and two other 
Whites and two Indians were killed. The Iu- 
Gians claim they were posted at that place 
Merely to observe the movements of the troops; 
that they did not want to fight, and did not 
tnt until Hume killed one of their number.

THE MUSIC HALL. 


The Experts Pronannee It All Right. 

There was published in a Chicago paper last 
Sunday a letter from aman by the nameof L. 
Hallberg, archiitect,—a communication assertiag 
that some of the party-walls of the new 
Music-Hall Building were so flimsily con- 
structed that they were not strong enough to 
sustain the weight they would have to bear, and 
that therefore an accident might happen when the 
building was crowded, entailing terrible loss of 
life. The charge was a serious one, demanding 
the attention of those responsibie for the build- 


ing, even though it had no better authority than 
that of an architect whose plans had not been ac- 


cepted by the Committee having the matter in 
N experts were therefore se'ected to

look he matter. Their report is as follows: 
‘C¥icaco, Oct. 26.—GC. . Carpenter, Ag., 
Secretaru to the Building Committee Central Mu- 
sic-liali Company Dan din: In answer to your 
communication of the lst the undersigned would 


say: 

„1. That they have made an examination of the 
plane of the Central Muste- Hall, with special ref- 
erence to the two places where veakness 18 al- 
leged by Mr. r and have also made a thor- 
ough examination of those portions under criti- 
ciem. Tue alleged insufficiency is in ‘the party- 
wall, between the large hall and tae front building, 
under the trusses which suoport rooms over tae 
north end of the large hall. and also inthe piers 
on State street front, which carry the ends of two 
iron trusses over the small music-room. It is al- 
leged that the walls cannot safely carry the ulti- 
mate loads to be imposed upon them: that one of 
the walls ie now crumoling: and that a calamity in 
the future is inevitable. 

2. After a careful examination not one of 
this Committee has been able to discover any evi- 
dence of crumbling in any of the waile and piers. 
They have considered every possible contingency 
that may cxist in the future, and have tested the 
present and ultimate strength of the walls and 
piers in question by the well-known rules and data 
which form the authority accepted by architects 
and engineers. They find te same to be con- 
structed within the limits Of safe strength required 
in euch A stracture, and are of the opinion that no 
such calamity as has been predicted isin any way 
likely to occur. 

3. The brickwork in question now carries 
seventy-five per cent of the ultimate load of mate- 
rials, contents, and human beings packed closely 
together on every floor, as weil as possible accu- 
mulations of snow, and gives no evidence of weak- 
ness. It now has the strength of freshly- built brick- 
work only. and its actual strength will increase 
with time as the mortar hardens. The brickwork 
is superior to the average grade of brickwork in 
the city. The locations of openings in the party 
wail, between the main hall and front building, 
does not weaken the same sufticiently to make it 
dangerous in any portion, or reauce its aggregate 
strength below a proper coefficient of safcty for 
such a bui'ding. 

4. In a general examination of the building, 
your Committee have found nothing to warraut the 
assertion that it is unsafe in any particular, so long 
as it is used for its legitimate purpose. Two ofthe 
members of this committee, Messrs. Hjortsberz 
and Wright, made a critical examination of the 
plans and specifications before the suilding was 
co need, and submitted a full report thereon in 
writing. They find that all the modifications in 
construction recommended by them have been car- 
ried out, and refer to their report as to the con- 
struction generally.

COAL. 
Advance in Prices. 

The regular monthly meeting of the Coal Ex- 
change was held yesterday afternoon in their 
rooms at the Grand Pacific Hotel. There was a 
full attendance, with W. E. Johneon in the chair. 

A member broached the question of an advance 
in prices of soft coal. The recent cold snap justi- 
fied the expectations of an increased demand, and 
he accordingly moved that the price of Brier Hill 
soft coal oe fixed at $6.50, an increase over the 
former rates of 50 cents per ton. 

Others supported the motion, saying that the 


Exchange was in a position to hold the price, and 


the resolution was carried. 
On motion. an advance of 50 cents was likewise 


decided on for hard coal, Making the rates $6 per 
ton, 


STATIS IOS. 

The Secretary presented his report of the move- 
ment of coal to and fromthe city for the period 
from Jan. 1 to Sept. 30, 1879. The tons received 
for that time covered by the report have been as 
follows by lake andrail: January, 112,914; Feb- 
ruery, 192,830; March, 120, 179; April, 101, 477; 
May, 229,000; Jane, 233,057; duly, 244,473; 
August, 224,645: September, 229, The rail 
receipts were 1,138,252 tons, of which 880, 84 
were bituminous and 257, 868 anthracite coal. The 
lake receipts were 330,442 tons of anthracite and 
216, 685 tons of bituminous coal, while 3. 129 tons 
of the latter were received by canal. The total 
receipts by lake, rail, and cana: are 1. 508 
tons, of which 588. 310 tons were anthracite and 
1, 100, 198 bituminous. 

The shipments were as follows: January, 35, 747; 
February, 37,505: March, 33.212; April, 24, 603; 
May, 31,110; June. 41,458; July, 41,296; 
August, 37.786; September, 49, 292. total 
shipments were 332,009 tons, of whichel57 went 
by lake. 5,050 by canal, and 326, 802 by rail. 

The receipts for the corresponding period in 
1878 were 1. 652. 383 tons. showing an increase in 
1879 of 35.175 tons. ‘The shipments during tue 
same period in 1878 were 326,643 tons, or an in- 
crease for the present year of 5. 366 tons. 

The difference between the receipts and shbip- 
ments for the period from Jan. 1 to Sept. 30, 
1879. as shown above, is 1,356,499 tons, which 
may be taken as the coal consumption for nine 
months of this city.

prosecution of war for one or for three cam- 
paigns, or for five campaigns. Nor does it fol- 
low from these opinions that the policy of En- 
gland ought to be one of selfish and timid isola- 
tion. J believe the resources of England to be 
go great, and her naval power so great, that her 
alliance will always be courted in Europe. That 
allinace of forming and joining in combination 
the States of Europe for the purpose of pre- 
serving the peace and indcpevdence of 
Europe; repressing the gressive ambi- 
tion of any Power; protecting the 
weak against the strong, the free ageinst the 
oppressor,—this is the pelicy which has always 
been in the main adopted by the Liberal party. 
It is the policy, I believe, that will now be 
adopted by the Liberal party. It has been the 
policy of the present Government.

OBITUARY 


George N. Jackson. 


The many friends of Mr. George N. Jackson 
will be pained to learn of his sudden death, which ; 
occurred last evening about 6 o'clock. For some 
weeks vast he had been feeling a little under the 
weather, and was under the care of his physician, 
but bis illness was not of such a character as 
to coniine bim to his room. He was seuf- 
ferin from an attack of gastric catarrh, 
which did not prevent him from attending 
to his dailv business. Friday evening he 
went out, made a call, and returned to his resi- 
agence, No. 62 Sheldon street, about 9 o'clock, 
Two hours later he was seized with a sudden at- 
tack. Medical assistance was called in. The 
physician gave him some medicine, and shortly 
after departed, there being no dangerous symp- 
toms. wo davs before he had held a consultation 
with Dr. Jewell, who had promised to come around 
and see him at 8 o'clock last evening. 
Mr. Jackson, however, never rallied. He gradu- 
ally grew worse, and about 6 o'clock breathed 
his last. Mr. Jackson was born in Foxcroft. Me., 
in 1833. His father was a farmer, and is still liv- 
ing. a hale and hearty old gentleman of 84 years. 
After spending some years on the farm and at- 
tendmg the village academy, Mr. Jackson went to 
Bowdoin College, where he was graduated in 1859. 
He came to the West as agent for an Eastern pub- 
lishing house, and settled in this city in 
1864. For some time he was Secretary 
of the projected Chicago, Millington 
& Western Railroad, which was obliged to suc- 
cumb in the panic of six years ago. Mr. Jackson 
was a close student of political economy, devoting 
a great deal of atteftion to the currency question. 
He was one of the organizers of the Bi-Metallic 
League, and wrote severai valuable tracts in favor 
of tne double coinage. For nearly two years he 
‘was Secretary Of the Association, His remains

THE CITY AND ITS FUNDS. 

The conflict between the City Controller 
and the Board of Education is becoming more 
determined, and, though a majority of the 
City Council seemingly inc)ine in favor of the 
Board of Education, every intelligent taxpayer 
who takes a direct interest in the credit of the 
city must give a cordial support to the Con- 
troller. The facts are few, plain, and direct. 
The appropriations by the Council in 1873 
and 1874 were extravagant and wasteful. 
The Council refused to take notice that the 
panic had reduced business and the value of 
property, and refused to take notice that the 
financial stringéncy compelled a reduction of 
expenditures rather than an increase of them. 
The taxes were levied, and an attempt to 
collect them led to legal resistance. Be- 
tween two and three millions of dollars of 
revenue were withheld; the tax-fighters ap- 
pealed to the Courts; and the whole levies 
for those years were declared to be illegal 
and void,—in fact, that no taxes had been 
levied. 

In these appropriation ordinances was 
provision made for various school-houses. A 
part of the tax having been paid, but not 
enough to erect all the buildings, and there 
being a large deficiency in the teachers’ sal- 
ary fund, the Board used the insufficient 
building fund to make good the deficiency in 
the teachers’ salary fund. Subsequently the 
Board applied for new and additional appro- 
priations for school-buildings made neces- 
sary by the failure to build those authorized 
by the failing appropriations of 1873 and 
1874, and the Council, despite the hard 
times, liberally responded. It may be that 
in some cases buildings have not been 
erected of the same kind nor on the same 
sites as provided in 1873 and 1874, but sub- 
stantially all that would have been done had 
there not been a failure of the taxes of 1878. 
74 has been done. 

In the meantime the long-lost taxes of 
1873-'74 have been recovered and the money 
is now in the City Treasury, and now the 


School Board insist that so much of these 
back taxes as were levied for school-buildings 


best | shall be paid over to that Board. If the 


‘faxes for 1878-74 were for the purchase of 


* 
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specific sites, and the erection of specific | 


buildings thereon, then the money collected 
under those taxes must go into the general 
fund as unexpended balances of appropria- 
tions, or they must be applied to those spe- 
cific lots and purposes, and no other. They 
cannot be applied generally to school pur- 
poses any more than they can be applied 
generally to municipal purposes. The Board, 
however, insist that they are specific appro- 
priations as against the city generally, but 
not against the School Board. ‘These bal- 
apces are, moreover, separately, insufficient 
for any purpose, Where, for instance, $30, - 
000 was appropriated for a lot and building, 
the lost and now recdwéred tax does not exceed 
$6,000. The other $24,000 has heretofore 
been collected and expended for other than 
the specific purpose for which the tax was 
levied. For building that particular school- 
building this balance is wholly inadequate. 
In consequence of the failure and sup- 
posed loss of these taxes of 1678. 7, all 
the eppropriations were considered as hav- 
ing lapsed, and the expenditure was aban- 
doned. Now that this partial recovery has 
been made,—small sums on a number of 
specific objects,—there is a rush to have all 
these old abandoned works revived, so as to 
undo the wise economy of the past three 
years which has enabled the city to escape 
its financial embarrassments, and the money 
expended, The theory of all Boards a 
that the purpose of human government is to 
expend money, and the more money ex- 
pended the wiser the government, In this 
case the Board of Education stands by the 


„Board theory, and, though all the money 


intended to be spent has been spent, the 
claim is made for this lost and recdvered reve- 
nue on the idea that the Board was estab- 
lished to spend it. 

The whole of this recovered fand—every 
dollar of it not needed to pay off back in- 
debtedness—should go into the general fund, 
and, instead of borrowing money every day 
in the form of scrip, this money idle in the 
City Treasury should be paid out. 

The Controller resists the demands of the 
Board of Education, and, also, all similar 
demands concerning the balances of other 
lapsed appropriations. It is to be hoped the 
City Council will sustain the Controller, and 
that, if it be necessary, an ordinance will be 
passed covering all these balances into the 
general fund. If the city is ever to get rid 
of the scrip nuisance, let it hold on to this 
cash fund and make it applicable to cash 
payments at once. It is a disgraceful spec- 
tacle,—a city with $1,500,000 cash in the 
Treasury dealing out scrip to its cred- 
itors, unable to pay a demand of $50, 
while some official is drawing interest on 
$1,500,000 of public money. Let the Coun- 
cil give the Controller all the legal aid 
necessary to enable him to begin and main- 
tain cash payments. 

THE MISTAKES OF MOSES. 

There were Judges in Israel a good while 
before there were any in Christendom, and it 
certainly cannot be seid at this day that there 
should be objection to electing any man to 
office on the ground that he is a Jew; but 
Mr. Apotex Moszs and his friends make a 
mistake when they assume that the rite of 
circumcision of itself qualifies a man to be a 
Judge of the Superior Court of Cook County. 
They must have been laboring under this 
impression when Moses was nominated, for 
the only thing that was or could be said in 
favor of his candidacy had reference solely 
to his ability to carry the solid Jew vote.” 
If there is any such vote as a solid Jew 
vote” to be hadin this city, for or against 
any man, it will be a new development in our 
local politics. Jews have probably been 
gratified when one of their own faith has 
been honored, in the same sense that Meth- 
odists, and Catholics, and Baptists have been 
gratified under like circumstances; but it 
certainly has never been observed in this 
region that there was any such clannishness 
among the Jews as would lead them to de- 
sert their party merely because a Hebrew 
happened to be nominated on the opposition 
ticket. There has always been a large and 
very respectable body of Jews who have 
stood by the Republican party with un- 
swerving fidelity, and it may safely be as- 
sumed that in the pending election they will 
justify their -reputation in times past by 
sticking to the party of their choice and 
voting for the Republican candidate for 
Judge. The solid Jewvote” is a solid 
myth; and Mr. Moss and his friends who 
boast of it are feeding their hearers with that 
solid refreshment known among small boys 
as ‘‘taffy.” 

Apart from the fact that he was a volun- 
teer in the Rebel army, and did what he 
could to destroy the Union which he had 
sworn in his naturalization oath to uphold, 
it is difficult to conjecture upon what ground 
Mr. Moses can justify his appearance as a 
candidate at all. Of the thousand lawyers 
at the Chicago Bar, it is safe to say that at 
least eight or nine hundred are not inferior 
to Mr. Moss in legal or intellectual endow- 
ments, and so high is the moral standard 
among them that probably an equal number 
might be reckoned as his peers in point of 
general integrity. While he is undoubtedly 
great and good, heis not eminently such 
over the heads of a regiment of his fellow- 
attorneys, and bis presonce in the field at all 
looks a good deal like a piece of magnificent 
impudence. Mr. Moss is not a very choice 
bit of timber to make a Judge of, and he 
ought not tomake the blunder of putting 
himself forward as a candidate for a place 
that would be ashamed of him. If he only 
knew a little more or a little less than he 
does, the idea of becoming a Judge would 
never have entered his head. 

There is another matter, which is a mistake 
of the Legislature and not of Moszs; it 1s, 
that the salary of the Judge has been left at so 
high a figure that all sorts of greedy lawyers 
are after the position. Men like Moses have 
a keen appreciation of cash incomes, and 
$7,000 a year and no expenses is a tempta- 
tion they are poorly fitted to withstand. 
There is a horde of needy lawyers besieging 
every convention for Judgeships ; and it is 
but charitable to suppose that their clamor 
comes from their inability to see so much 
money without making an effort to get hold 
of it. Upon no other theory can any rational 
explanation of their behavior be given. 
Mosxs was bumming around the doggeries 
and buzzing around a convention not many 
months ago to get the prize of one of the 
Judgeships of the Circuit Court, and now he 
has succeeded in getting the Democratic 
nomination for the Superior Court by the 
same unprofessional methods. One Court is 
just as good as another with Moses, so long 
as the salary remains the same. 

If the Democratic party has not lost all 
sense of decency and propriety, it is not easy 
to see how they can approve the course of 
the Convention in dropping Judge Moors. 
He was, on all grounds of usage and in 
simple recognition of his good service, enti- 
tled to a renomination at the hands of his 
party. While he has been a Democrat all his 


life, he has never been @ partisan on the 
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Bench, and no man has ever questioned his 


integrity or doubted his great ability to fill 
the place he held. had the confidence 
and good-will of the Bar to such an extent 
that Republicans felt the danger of having 
him for an opponent, This danger has been 
averted with a thoroughness that leaves 
nothing to be desired. :

STREET-PAVEMENTS FOR CHICAGO. 
The owners of p on Jackson street, 


West Division, have decided to pave it with 
a foundation of broken stone and a surface 
of gravel. The street has never been 
paved, is now a dirt road, and will thus fur- 


uish a good test for the durability of the 


gravel roadway for a residence thoroughfare. 
There are two conditions which must be 
observed, however, in order to render this 
test at all satisfactory, viz.: (1) An order 
must be procured from the Council, and 
strietly enforced by the police, which shall 
exclude heavily-laden trucks and carts that 
run upon two-inch tires; and (2) there must 
be a system of constant repair which shall 
fill in any holes and ruts that make their 
appearance. A neglect to provide these 
conditions will result in a broken, rough 
roadway and great damage to the new pave- 
ment; but, with a small expenditure on 
timely repairs and exclusion of road-destroy- 
ing, narrow. tired trucks, this stone and 
gravel street will bea delightful driveway 
for ages,—smooth, solid, clean, and beau- 
tiful 


Experiments in street-paving in Chicago 
have proceeded far enough to demonstrate 
that there are just two kinds of pavement 
which can be used to advantage. The one isa 
wooden pavement, constructed of cedar blocks, 
and laid upon a firm, solid foundation. This 
is suited to the business streets, needed for 
and used by the carts, wagons, and trucks 
that carry heavy loads of iron, stone, coal, 
brick, ice, and heavy merchandise of all 
kinds. The location of Chicago renders the 
use of the Belgian or granit block pavement 
too costly, and those who have had expe- 
rience with its noise and destructiveness to 
animals’ feet and to vehicles searcely regret 
the circumstance. The climate of Chicago 
is unfavorable to the use of the asphalt 
pavement, aside from its objectionable 
and dangerous slipperiness and the large cost 
of genuine asphalt when brought here. The 
pine blocks, though in every way desirable 
when first laid down, will not withstand the 
wear and tear of heavy traffic and narrow 
tires, but rot out and wear out into holes 
very speedily, and thenceforth such street 
until repaired is a dreadful, torturing nui- 
sance, and smasher of all light vehicles. 
There remains, then, for the business thor- 
oughfares the round cedar block, which will 
endure in good condition twice or thrice as 
long as the pine. A sample of these cedar 
blocks laid on Madison street in front of 
Taz Trisune Building, which has borne the 
heaviest of city traffic for nearly three years 
without serious injury, will bear out this 
statement. More recent experiments with 
the same kind of blocks laid upon a founda- 
tion of flagstones will probably be found 
still more satisfactory. 

For residence streets—the avenues and 
cross streets not used for business traflic— 
the gravel pavement, proverly laid upon a 
foundation of broken stone, is undoubtedly 
the cheapest, and pleasantest, and most en- 
durable, and it will be found practi- 
cable and economical if heavy wagons 
with narrow tires can be kept off it. There 
will be no hardship nor injustice in a Council 
order which shall compel all heavy trucks 
and carts either to adopt a four or five inch 
tire or keep upon the business thorough- 
fares. The wide wheels will be found 
economigasl by the owners of trucks, because 
they cu less and diminish the amount of 
resistance to be overcome, and reduce the 
strain upon both the wagon and the horses. 
Those who are too ignorant or too obstivate 
to recognize this obvious fact will have no 
right to complain, if their wagons be ex- 
cluded from the gtaveled streets, especially 
in wet weather, and required to 
travel those thoroughfares especially 
constructed for them. The property- 
owners who improve residence streets 
with gravel should not neglect to bring a 
powerful pressure upon the Council to pro- 
vide them with protection against the swift 
and certain destruction of their pavements by 
the cutting of narrow tires of heavy vehicles. 
They should also organize for themselves, if 
they cannot procure the requisit attention 
from the Pablic Works Department, a sys- 
tem of constant repairing, which will cost 
them a mere trifle. One man with a single 
horse and a cart full or two of gravel going 
from one end of the street to the other every 
day will be able to keep it in excellent repair, 
and the small expense involved in maintaining 
this outfit will give a tenfold life to the 
pavement thus protected. This system of 
applying a stitch in time can be seen in prac- 
tice on Prairie avenue from Sixteenth to 
Twenty-second,—a half mile or more, It is 


beyond question the cleanest and nicest 


piece of street in the whole city, and shows 
what can be done by alittle methodical care. 
The best interests of Chicago demand: from 
now on that all the stree's be kept in better 
condition than they have been in the past; 
and the Council and the property-owners 
should give due consideration to the sug- 
gestions which are the outgrowth of actual 
experience. 
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THE WAR AGAINST ADULTERATION. 
The recent visit of Mr. Gronda T. ANGELL, 


of Boston, to this city has called attention 
afresh to the various subjects in which he is 
so prominently interested, and to none more 
so than. to the adulteration of food and 
articles of use, which is now carried to such 
a reckless extent as to seriously endanger 
the public health, and even to create new 
forms of disease which baffle medical skill. 
Daring his visit here Mr. ANGELL consulted 
Prof. Mm, the well-known analytical 
chemist; Dr. Pra, the microscopist; Dr. 
Dz Wotr, the Health Commissioner; and 
several of our more honest and reputable 
business-men, and their reports to him show 
a startling dishonesty. practiced almost uni- 
versally by all classes of dealers. There is 
scarcely an article of food, of wear, or even 
of ornament, that is not adulterated with 
poisonous ingredients. A large proportion of 
sugar contains chloride of tin, and a promi- 
nent sugar-broker informed Mr. ANGELL that 
not one barrel of sugar in a hundred is pure. 
Various sirups are made entirely of glucose, 
and contain chlorides of tin, calcium, iron, 
and magnesia in quantities which make them 
very poison us. In several cases sugar of 
lead was found in vinegar. Pickles are 
poisoned with lead and copper. The cans 
containing preserved meats and fruits are 
poisonous. Terra alba is used in cream of 
tartar and confectionery, and many baking- 
powders contain alum. 
clothing, especially colored stockings, are 
poisonous, Cosmetics for the hair and face 
almost always contain arsenic or lead. Prof. 
Mann says: “I should not be surprised 
if 20,000 people in Chicago today were in- 


Many articles of 
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lives by the use of these cosmetics and pow- 
ders. You can hardly overestimate the pres- 
ent danger to public health from the large 
and growing sale of poisonous and danger- 


ously adulterated articles in our markets.” 


Dr. Prern confirms Prof. Maxnver’s dis- 
closures. He says that vinegar is no longer 


fit for use; that lead and verdigris are used 


in ‘making both the yellow and green 
pickles; that oleomargarine is full of or- 
ganic substances, in the form of muscular 
and connective tissues, various fungi, and 
living organisms, which have resisted the 
action of boiling acetic acid, also eggs res 
sembling those of the tape-worm”; that an 
immense amount of diseased meat ig sold in 
the city; that canned meats are frequently 
poisonous; tbat sugars and sirups are 
full of glucose and the poisonous 
chlorides of tin and calcium; and 
that not over 10 percent of the milk sold 
here by dealers is wholesome and unadul- 
terated. And so we might go on enumer- 
azing the very ingenious and deadly devices 
for adulterating food until we had printed a 
list that would include almost every article 
of food that appears upon our tables, except 
eggs, fish, and potatoes. If the adulteru- 
tions were confined to harmless ingredients 
the situation would not be so serious, but, 
unfortunately, active poisons seem to be the 
favorita, and, if not used in sufficient quan- 
tities to kill at once, they are sufficiently 
powerful to cause sickness and undermine 
the health of those who use them, Ina 
recent address Mr, ANGELL said: 

Here isthe remedy. Protective health associa- 
tions in our cities and important towns, and a 
wide use of chemical and microscopical analysis. 
Until they come, this wide and unrestricted sale of 
deadly poisons in our markets will continue; 
thousands of manufacturers and merchants will be 
constantly tempted, and in many instances aimost 
compelled, by the competitions of trade, to manu- 
facture and sell poisonous and adulterated goods, 
and we_shall be liable every day to poisonous 
articles of food and drink; adulterated and un- 
wholesome miik; lead poison in our water-pipes 
and the dishes in which our foods are canned 
and cooked; arsenical and other poisons in 
our clothing. and in the papers which cover the 
walls of eur houses and which are the playthings 
of our children; adulterated drinks and medicines; 
and to sickness and death from a hundred sources 
and in a hundred forms. 

For the first time our prominent citizens 
and business-men are waking up to the im- 
portance of this matter, and as the result of 
Mr. AxdzLL's visit a Protective Health Asso- 
ciation has been formed to prevent the sale 
of these poisonous compounds, and to pro- 
cure, if possible, the; passage of National and 
State legislation to protect the helpless pub- 
lic, to provide for | public analyses, and to 
punish guilty parties. There has hitherto 
been no way to reach these parties, and, 80 
long as there was no way to punish the 
roally dishonest, it became necessary for 
those who would have preferred to be honest 
to resort tothe same practices, or discontinue 
business, as they could not compete with the 
cheap prices offered by their neighbors. 
People will always trade where they can buy 
the cheapest, and, so long as they were not 
aware they were buying adulterated and 
poisonous articles, there was no inducement 
to pay larger prices for pure and healthy 
goods. The organization of this Association 
is a commendable step, and it should not 
halt in its work. We need some such strin- 
gent legislation as they have in Great 
Britain, and, once procured, it should be 
constantly and rigidly enforced. It may 
not be possible to prevent adulteration 
altogether, but, where it is shown 
that poisons are used which are in the least 
injurious to health, the penalties can be 
made so severe that dishonest dealers will 
not dare to risk them. At the very least, it 
should be possible to secure the staples of 
food, such as meat, bread, milk, tea, coffee, 
spices, vinegar, sugar, and wines and beer, 
from adulteration, and to give us honest and 
healthy breakfast and dinner tables. The en- 
ergetic character and public spirit of the gen- 
tlemen engaged in this movement ought to 
be a guarantee that they will not only secure 
the necessary legislation, but that they will 
see it does not become a dead letter. 


GERMAN RULE IN ALSACE. 

The cordial, if not enthusiastic, welcome ex- 
tended by the people of Alsace to the Emperor 
WILLIAM on his late visit to Strasburg has 
naturally attracted much attention. Dis- 
tasteful as the idea may be to Frenchmen, it 
is certain that the Alsatiaus appear to have 
become remarkably soon reconciled to Ger- 
many. It is uot that the spiked helmets are 
liked, or that the manufacturers of goose- 
liver pies are overpleased to see their dainties 
burdened with an export duty, but the 
Alsatians have been relieved from the ever. 
present dread of war which haunted them 
while they were French. It was all very 
well to be called the bulwark of France, and 
to be distinguished for contributing the stal- 
wartest artillerymen and dragoons to the 
Gallic legions; but every time there were 
clouds on the political horizon the Alsatian 
trade was paralyzed and Alsatian land iost 
25 per cent in value. Alsace now enjoys 
greater security than she did at any time 
since the Peace of Westphalia, for 
she does not in her heart believe 
that France will for many years to come be 
prepared to dislodge the Germans. She has 
had nearly a decade’s opportunity of seeing 
the German soldiers close, and has grown to 
respect them, and then there is no disguising 
that the annexation has brought several ma- 
terial advantages in addition to security. It 
is something to have free municipalities, to 
be enabled to divorce one’s wife, to have an 
unchanging and thoroughly im partial system 
of military conscription, and to live under a 
Government whose official language is Ger- 
man. Before the late war, which caused 
Alsatians to be so much potted in France, 
the natives of the Haut and the Bas Rhin 
layered under many drawbacks in respect of 
their language. When they spoke French 
at all, it was French of the vilest sort, which 
caused them to be laughed at. They were 
credited with being at once dull and quick- 
tempered. In regiments they were nick- 
named Tetes carrees”; they found it as 
hard to obtain situations in good Parisian 
families as the Irish ones did in rich 
London households; and in official circles 
they were generally viewed with mis- 
trust as being too stiff. necked and 
Republican. All this the Alsatians gen- 
erously forgot and forgave in the first 
flush of shame that followed their conquest ; 
but since they have seen their victors pa- 
tiently apply themselves to conciliate them 
they have come to remember their former 
humiliations. And the French have only 
themselves to thank if, comparing their 
present with their previous4ot, the Alsatians 
should have discovered that they have ob- 
tained more civil liberty by being vanquished 
than they would have possessed had they 
remained as before. The honest truth is, 
that MM. Erxcxmann-Cua and others 
who have preached undying rancor to the 
people of Alsace have forgotton how much 
human attachments are determined by in- 
terest: and it may well be that if the con- 


flict between France and Germany is averted 
for ten years more the Alsatians, far from 
joining hands with their old masters, will 
rise, and very sturdily too, to declare them- 
selves non-French. ae 
The progress which the re-Germanization 
of Alsace is steadily making would perhaps 
be still more apparent but for a very curious 
custom of mutual espionage and terrorism, 
which is mainly carried on by the upper 
classes. Tradesmen have been tabooed for 


exhibiting pictures of Kaiser Wustam in 


their shop-fronts, Professors for giving les- 
sons to the children of German officers, 
actors for performing before the Prussian 
Governor; and as to those who have accepted 
places or dignities from the Germans, they 
receive anonymous letters warning them that 
they will be hanged to the nearest lamp-post 
when the day of revanche arrives. The re- 
sult is, that many worthy people who would 
have remained heartily true to the French 
cause had they been left alone, have become 
Germanized from exasperation. Tradesmen 
argue that patriotiem will not fill their tls; 
Professors and placemen contend, reasonably 
enough, that if they are to renounce 
earning a livelihood out of their con- 
querors their richer compatriots ought 
to pension them. The number of Alsa- 
tians who are thus being drawn into 
German allegiance increases constantly; and 
it is already easy to foresee the time when 
French sympathizers will be reduced to afew 
coteries of old maids, bachelors, and childless 
married couples. We specify these catego- 
ries, because it is impossible that Alsatians 
who have sons should long remain faithful 
to France, All youths who were not 16 when 
the annexation ‘was consummated will be- 
come German soldiers, and be purposely 
scattered about in regiments where they will 
find few of their fellow-couatrymen. Some 
of these young men may very possibly dream 
for a while of refusing to fire upon the 
French in case of war; but the fate of the 
seventeen Prusso-Polish officers who declined 
to march against France, and were shot at 
Versailles for their mutiny, has become a 
stock story in German barrack-rooms; and 
in any case Alsatian parents would be the 
first to dissuade their children from indulging 
any such rebellious fancies, Whatever may 
be said of the evils of vast military sys- 
tems,—and Heaven knows there are many,— 
there is no denying that compulsory service 
is a potent instrament of denationalization. 
The French can gee this by the example of 
Corsica, where hatred for France was once 
part of the insularrsligion. Since Corsicans 
kave served in French armies, however, their 
animosity has melted, even as the churlish 
Royalism of the Breton peasant has melted, 
thanks to the comradeship of uniform. 

In dealing with Alsace, the German Gov- 
ernment has certainly done its best. Histo- 
ry offers no example of an annexed province 
being made to bear the yoke so lightly as 
this, Nothing could b¥ more statesmanlike 
and humane than the instructions issued to 
Imperial officers as to their demeanor to- 
wards the conquered populations; and, if 
they have had cruel things to endure by rea- 
son of the hordes of adventurers who 
swooped down upon the annexed provinces 
as upon a new Eidorado, the Berlin Cabinet 
had no hand in it.

All the Pacing Races Put-Up 
Jobs.” 


One of the Most Extraordinary Races 
on Record 


THE PACERS IN TROUBLE. 
The pacers seem destined to furnish the only 
sensation of the present vear in turf circles, and 
the row which they have kicked up occurred at the 


race took place on Thursday, the entries being 
Sleepy Tom, Rowdy Boy, Mattie Hunter, Lucy, 
and Sweetser, but the latter horse was not allowed 
to start. His owner made a grand kick over the 
matter, and in doing so revealed a state of affairs 
that shows the management of the Pittsburg track 
to be of a very peculiar character indeed, and its 
Secretary to be a person who would adorn some 
Other position in life with much greater credit te 
himself. Mr. Sullivan, the owner of Sweetser, 
told the story of his experiences in such a graphie 
way toareporterof the Pittsburg Leader that his 
remarks in full will be of interest. He seid: 

At the race meeting at Columbus a few days 
since, | met Mr. James Bradley, Secretary of tue 
Friendship Park Association. We talked there 
about my bringing Sweetser to Pittsburg, and it 
was fipaliy agreed that the horse should come, ai- 
though it was not known whether he would go 
against the Big Four,’ as they cal! them, -I mean 
Sleepy Tom, Lucy, Howay Bos, and Mattie Hunter. 
Mr. radicy sand. ‘Bring your horse, and I will 
pay One-third the entrance money myself and take 
a third of what he wins. If the Big Four don't go 
we will make up a race and xive you a puree for 
Starting.’ All right. I said; enter the horse.’ 
Mr. Bradiey tock out his books and made the-en- 
try. Having pusiness in Detroit | gave the horse 
in Mr. Bradiey’s charge, and, calling tne lad up 
who cares for the norse, said, Mr. Bradley is your 
boss until you see me again. 

‘+The horse and boy came on bere with Mr. B., 
and I proceeded to atiend to my legitimate business 
at Detroit. After considerable delay and a numbeg 
of inquiries by telegraph. I received a dispatch 
from here saying everything was ali right, and I 
could start with the lig Four. Whenigot here 
Bradley said his partner had made arrangements 
with the owners of other horses, and taey objected 
to me A 1 didn't think this was square, 
and said so; but Bradley thought it could be as- 
ranged in some way. The other horses were to get 
$1, between them to start. He otfered me $500 
to start my horse, if the owners of the Big Four 
would consent. 

Sleepy Tom's owner and myself then held a 
consultation, and he objected to my going, sayi 
it wae arranged thai Rowdy Boy saould win, andi 
I started I was liable to upset all ibe calculations. 
Well, I wanted to make a portion of my expenses, 
80 I said I would agree not to beat the winner. Ille 
said | might go there, but 1 must let him put his 
own driver behina my horse. 

**Then I went to Bradley and said the others had 
consented to let me in. No. they haven't. said 
Bradley; * Jou will bave to see the Judges befere 
you start.“ The Judges refused to let me go, be- 
cause, as I believe, Bradley told them not to, al- 
though be professed to be my friend in the matter. 
By this time my patience was worp ont, 
told Mr. B. that I now stood on my rights. 
He had advertised 3288 race for $1, 200, barring 
no horse in the world. My entry had been received. 
My money was ready and so was my horee, and 
wanted to go, but the Judges said. You can't go. 
and I then told the crowd that the pool-box was 
robbing every man who bet a dollar on any horee 
but Rowdy Boy, as it was fixed for him to win; and 
you see I was right. There is the whole story, and 
you can judge who is rigut. I will make afidavit to 
every word of it. and there isa gentieman stands 
ready to make oath that the conversation that was 
related occurred between me and Bradley. This 
gentleman heard it.

CHICAGO, 

THE WABAT MABKOET YESTERDAY 
was rather excited and higher, though net so strong 
nor so much flooded as On some previous days. It 
was another of the une xbectediy bull“ times, cir- 
cumstances seeming to be entirely against an up- 
ward movement. The quotations from England 
noted things as very dull and very flat there. Only 
one telegram of a contrary tonor was received 
during the day, and that was from a private source, 
quoting two pence advance. Some of the scoffers 
were not slow to assert that it was a dispatch sent 
to order, meaning thereby that it is possible to get 
news from the other side Of acharacter desired 
whether it be to note a stiffer or a weaker feeling.

MILWAUKEE.

Mritwavkeg, Oct. 25.—The Union Steamboat 
Company's prop Waverly arrived here this morn- 
ing from below. Her officers report that day be- 
fore yesterday they encountered a dismasted ves- 
sel at anchor off Grindstone City, Lake Huron, 
fiying a signal of distress, and upon approaching 
found her to be the bark Arabian, of Montreal. 
downward-bound from Chicago with a cargo o 
corn, it is said. The Arabia's foremast and main 
mast were broken off short, and she was also be- 
reft of ber jibboom, bowsprit, and bead 
gear generally. In compliance with the 
request of the Captain of the 
Arabia, the Waverly stopped at Cheboygan to 
send the wrecking-tug Leviathan to tow the dis- 
masted crew. Failingtofind her there, another 
dug was asked for, and the owners of the tug 
George W. Wood promised to send her out at once. 
The disaster occurred during the vivlent squalls 
from the Northwest Wednesday evening. 

Among the arrivals from below are the prop St. 
Louis. of the Union Steamboat Company's fleet, 
towing the large schr F. A. Georger. Tue latter 
is laden with 800 tons of coal for one of the city 
yards, and 400 tons of railroad iron for the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company 
The St. Louis was compelled to remain in South 
Manitou Harbor sixty hours, on account o 
the storme. Her Captain states that a 
large fleet found safe shelter there. during 
the gale. which proved to be one of the most vio- 
lentof the season. During We Jnesday night snow 
feil to the depth of over one inch, and on the fol- 
lowing morning the islands and mainiand wore a 
decidediy wintry appearaace.

Aeti 
inder advice Mr. Williams placed $50 worth 
narked stamps in the hands of the janitor, and 
esterday the evidence was clear that he had dis- 
yosed Of alot of them for his own benefit. The 
lace at which he converted the Company's prop. 
‘rty into cash was the cigar store of Cayler ¢ 
French, at No. 585% State street. Warrants were 
immediately sworn out for the arrest of both par- 
ies. , 
When Simmons was arrested ne made a ciesg 
confession, acknowledging that his pecuiations 
nad gone on for some months back. Mr. Williams, 
who states that Simmons was an ind 
o all outside appearances, a faithful employe, is 
of the opinion that his total pilferings will foot ay 
in the neignoorhood of several bundreds of dollars, 
and that the thieving was entered upon deliberate- 
ly, and under no pressure of adverse circum- 
stances, as Simmons earned about 81. 000 à year,

BASE-BALL. 


What the League Has Done for 


the Game. 
The Principal Changes Made in the 
Playing Ru'es. 


Official Statement of the Chicago Club 
Averages. 9 


Notes of the Game—Players’ Engagements 
Cincinnati Averages, Eto. 


THE LEAGUE AND THE GAME. 

The playing record of the League includes four 
annua! series of contests for the League chbampion- 
ship, in which 887 games have been played anda 
9,615 runs scored. 

These contests have been marked by a decided 
advance in playing skill over the play of the avte- 
League era. This improvement bas been manifest- 
ed in the largely-increased percentage of remark- 
able plays rather than in the diminution of tae per- 
centage of errors. 

Club managers have learned that asmall percent- 


| age of errors ie an imperfect test of playing skill, 


and that the player who keeps down his error aver- 
age by attempting no dificult plays,—in other 
words, who plays for his individus) record, —is apt 
to de the least valuable man in the nine. He has 
come to be regarded as the model League player 
who takes desperate chances in the field, and who 
is ever ready to bringin the winning ran at the 
sacrifice of his individual base-hit.”’ 

All the poinis of play developed in these games 
have also been carefully watched and studied by 
the club managers with the view of so molding the 
playing rales as to bring the game to its highest 
attainable standard as au exhibition. What has 
been accomplished in this direction can best be il- 
lustrated by a statement of the principal changes 
made by the League in the playing rules, which 


are as follows: 

1. All games of an entire season's championship 
series are arranged, both us to time and place of 
each game, and definitly epecifiedin a written 
contract schedule. signed by all the club managers, 
before the first game of the series is played. 

2. All disputes as to the precise kind of ball to 
be used are disposed of by a rule requiring the con- 
tractor to furaish all League balis to the League 
Secretary aud subject to his insvection, and the 
seal of that officer is the final evidence of the lega!- 
ity of each ball, 

3. All balls used in championship games are fur- 
nisbed by the home club. 

4. A triangular space, extending from the home- 
plate to the boundaries of the field, is reserved for 
the exciusive use of the batsman, caicher, and 
umpire. 

+. The order of batting has been so altered that 
instead of tae batsman next on the het to the last 
piayer put out, tbe player following the last at 
bal ia the preceding inning goes first to bat. 

6. Phe batsman’s position bus been restricted to 
a space six feet long by three (eget wide on the right 
or left of the home plate, and one foot distant 
from it. 

7. The pitcher's position remains six feet long, 
but has been reduced to four feet ta width. 

8. One of the most radical changes in the rules 
1s the latitude allowed tue pitchers in delivering 
the ball, legalizing the underhand throw, —the only 
restriction pew imposed on the pitcher in this re- 
spect being, that the hand in swinging forward 
must pass below the waist.” 

9. ‘he umpire must decide and announce bis 
decision upon every ball that is pitched in a game 
that is not hit or struck at by the batsman. 

10. When a piiched ball hits the batsman or um- 
pire, the umpire must call ita dead“ ball, and 
if it be also en unfair bail, he must also de- 
clare and count it as one of the nine unfair balls 
that entitle the batsman to a base. 

11. In addition to the penalty last referred to 
for hitting the batsman with the ball, the umpire 
is empowered by the provisions of Rule 3, Sec. 
8. to fine a pitcher from $10 to $50, if he be satis- 
fied that the pitcher strikes the bateman with the 
dall intentionally; end it is a noticeabie fact that, 
notwithstanding the pace at which the ball 18 now 
delivered, the batsmen is hit mach less frequent- 
ly than in the days of slow pitching. 

12. Another radical chanve in the rales is the 
abolition of what were called fair-fouls. A 
„» fair-foul’’ consiste.i m nitting the ball directly 
to the ground near the home- plate, the ball bound- 
ing outside the foul-iine and requiring the first or 
tuird baseman to play some distance beyond the 
toul-line in order to field it. In most cases the 
umpire was obliged to guess whether the ball first 
struck the ground foui or fair. his decisions caus- 
ing more dissatisfaction and disputes than upon 
any other poiot of play. waile the hit it- 
self, although requiring a peculiar kind of 
skill. was far from being av athletic feat, After

claring the base- runner out who, in running 
from the home tothe first base, runs inside the 
fou] line or more than three feet outside of it. 

17. The momentous question as to woetber the 
felder heid the bail or cropped it at the mo- 


ment he touched the base-runner is disposed of vy 


a rule declaring the base-runner ‘*not out“ un- 
lese the fielder holds the bal! ger touching him. 

18. Under no circumstances isa batsman allowed 
a substitute to run for him, After the bateman 
has become a base- runner. end has reached irst 
base. a substitute may run for him in case of **ill- 
nese or injury incurred in the game then being 
played.“ 

1b. No player taking part ina game can be re- 

laced by another after the beginning of the second 

nning, except in case of iliness or injury. 

20. Notabie instances of players“ ‘runninginto” 
a batted ball to prevent its being fielded have led 
the League to enact a rule declaring any base-run- 
ner out who te struck by a batted bal). 

21. The Lbase-runver returning to a base after a 
foul hit is not out, unless such foui-hit ball be 
caught on the fly, and he be touched wita it, or it 
be held on the base before he returns to it. 

22. The base - runner may run on a fou! fly. pro- 
viaed he retouches the base be occupied when the 
ball was struck, after such ball nas been Caught by 
the felder. 

23. The umpire is allowed to enter the in-field to 
satiefv himself whether the bateman or base-run- 
ner is put out. 

24. The umpire is empowered to fine any player 
for violating any ruies of the game. or for using 
‘*abusive, threatening, or improper language to 
the umpire, audience, or other player, and the 
club to which the player belongs must remit the 
fine to the League Secretary within ten days. 

25. The League has supplanted the oid and 
vicious system of selecting an umpire from the 
audience just prior to each game, by & compre- 
hensive rule requiring the selection of the umpire 
three days before each game; tue penalty for viola- 
tion of the rule being that the club not in default 
has the absolute right to name tae umpire. 

Many other changes of minor importance have 
been made in the playing rules. but the above will 
serve to show the material improvement effected, 
and sufficiently ijiustrates the efforts of the League 


to make the nationa! game in all respect an 


honest, maniy, and attractive sport.

From statistics carefully kept through the sea~ 
son Tur TRIBUNE has prepared tanular statements 
showing the individual batting and fielding record 
of each player that took part in six or more games 
with the White Stockings during the past season.

Cnrsral Laks, III., Oct. 25.—About 10 o’ciock 
yesterday forenoon the centrifugal, a large cast- 
iron affair, revolving at the rate of 900 times 
per minute, in the sorghum sugar-mill. of 
Messrs. Waidner & Russell, suddenly burst 
inte hundreds of fragments, which flew in all 
directions, tearing great holes in the building, 
maiming the workmen, and causing about $2,000 
in damage. 

Mr. Lorenzo Wilcox, a young man, unmar- 
ried, was badly crushed by the terrific force 
of the explosion, and, after lingering in 
great agony, died about midnight. ‘The funeral 
Mr. George Numsen, of 
Chicago, grandson of William Numsen of Bal- 
timore, was near the terrible machine, and one of 
hislegs and one arm were badly crushed. Dr. 
Henry Hooper, the family physician, of No. 215 


Chicago avenue, repaired to the scene of the 
disaster upon the first train, and the unfor- 
taken young man was carefully nursed, ana 
brought to Chicago this aiteruoon, and con- 
veved to bis home, No, 800 Chicagoavenue.

A DISEASED-MEAT ROW. 

There was considerable of a row in the Health 
Department yesterday, growing out of the new 
oraer of things—or the return to the old order in 
the condemnation of meat. Inthe forenoon tne 
Health Officer at the Stock-Yaras reported that he 
had condemned three carcasses of diseased beef, 
the property of John Wall, but which were 
marked R. C., R. Clifford. In 
the afternoon . N put in an 
appearance, armed with the affidavits of E. March, 
S. P. Hopkins, Jacob Bird. and F. M. Bacon, iv 
which.it was set up that they had sold the cattle in 
question, and they were healthy. He was greatly 
excited and exceedingly boisterous, and urged that 
the condemnation was an outrage; but Dr. De Wolf 
stood by his subordinate, and was satisfied tha 
there was awistake somewhere. He had taken 
the precaution to secure the spleen of one of the 
animals, which weighed eight and a uarter 
pounas, while it should not have weighed more 
than two pounds, and had turned it over to Dr. 
Danforth for examination and an opinion, and 
pending a report on the subject, the complaint 
was carried over until to-morrew afternoon at 4 
o'clock, when all concerned have been invited to 
be on hand. De Wolf is entirely satistied that the 
condemnation was cOrrect, and that Dr. Danfortn 
will sustain bim, and feels considerably aggrieved 
that the idea should have gone abroad that in a 
late meeting with the Committee on Health of the 
Council that he made any concessions to the deal 
ers in diseased meat, especialiv since the facts are 
that the agreement reached by the Committee was 
at his suggestion, and simply amounts to a return 
to the old eystem of inspection, —a double inspec- 
tion first at the Stock-Yards and then in the 
markets of the cfty,—which was sbandoned 
because some Aidermen questioned his authority 
to keep an officer in the Town of Lake at tue ex 

ense of tne city. The other condemnations dur- 
ing the day were as follows: At Nes. 9 and 10 
West Jackson street market, three hams; at Nos. 
13 and 14, one slunk calf; at Nos. 15 and 16, one 
slunk calf: and at No. 5¥%, one ham. At the Stock- 
Yards the only otaer condemdation was four dis- 
eased hogs, Wwhicu were put into the tanks along 
with the three carcases about which the row i» 
pending. 

OF INTEREST TO TEACHERS AND PARENTS. 

The Health Department has always had more 
or less to do with the pablic schools. —the fixing u.

matter to confuse parents, teachers, and children 
Especially have the teachers been annoyed in the 
matter of aumissions, both in toe interest of the 
pupil applying and that of those already in the 
schools. Then again, from a sanitary or health 
standpomt, tuey have deen, and are, constant!) 
called upon to pass upon the policy of aliowing th 
attendance of scholars pending the prevalence o. 
aisease of an infectious character in their family 
or immediate neizhborhood, and their decisions 
have very often led to trouble. With a view to 
settling some of these disputes, no doubt. anv 
amplyfying the rules governing the admission an. 
retention of pupils, the Health Commissioner 
yesterday received the following, waich explains 
itself: 

‘*Frangkiin School, Oct. 21, 1879. - Oscar 
De Wolf. etc.: Will you give me some specie 
directions in refereuce to what extent a contagious 
disease may infect the premises: 

„ Pirst—W hen I have doubts as to the safety of 
allowing a pupil in my school. am I authorized to 
demand a physician's certificate as to the safety? 

**Second—Should 1 consider all the families in 
a tenement-house as infected if there is scariei- 
fever or diphtheria in one family? 

‘*Tnird—When families occupy a front and 
rear house on same lot, is it advisable or nec- 
essarv to exciudeall the chiidren in the same lot 
from school if either one is infected’ 

Fourth ls the Board of Health to be informed 
of every case of centagion, and who are to do it? 

‘* Fifth—For how many years are vaccioation- 
certificates good! 

**Sixth—Are midwives competent to fill aut 
vaccination-certificates’ Respectfuily yours.

The following was Dr. De Wolf's answer, which 
pretty clearly covers all the cases referred to, and 
will no doubt de regarded as authority in all the 
schools in the future:

Dran sm In reference to your favor of 
the 21st instant, the Commissioner of Health directs 
me to say: 

‘*First—VWhen you have any doubt as to the 
safety of allowing a pupil in school, ask for an in- 
vestigation by the Health Department through this 
office. 4 
‘* Second—If any child in a tenement-house bas 
scarlet- fever. consider all infected unless our Med- 
ical Inspector advises to the contrary. 

** Third—Adjoining houses on the same lot need 
not be considered infected if the occupants do noi 
communicate. 

»Fourth— The Health Department isto be in- 
formed of all cases of scarlet fever and diphtheria, 
and will be much obliged for any information 
where card has not been placed in cases of scariet 
fever; cards are not placarded for diphtberia. 

**Sixth— Vaccination certificates should be re- 
newed every year. 

**Sixth—Midwives are not competent te fll oat 
certificates of vaccinatior.

PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 
WIPING OUT A DEBT OF $60,000. 

Ove of the Congregational churches of this 
city—Pivmouth—has set an examole for all the 
others which are in debt to follow. Au incum- 
prance of $50,000 and $10,000 of floating indebt- 
edness were wiped out recently without any 
fuss, and the property is to-day free. The mat- 
ter was not presented in the church at all, but 
the pastor, the Rev. Charles Hall Everest, and 
the Trustees made ub their miuds that the 
m must de met at maturity; and they 
went 0 work industriously among the mem- 
vers, and within sixty days not only raised the 

000, but an additional sum to pay other 
obligations which had been accumulating from 
sear to year. There was no Kimbaliism—no 

the hat or squeezing week after week; 
snd there were no promises which remained 
gofulfilled. 

in July, 1872, the South and Plymouth 
Churches united # One was located on the cor- 
ver of Twenty-sixth and Indiana avenue, the 
otner on the corner of Wabash avenue and 
Fldridge court. The latter was sold to Bishop 
Foley for $112,000, and is now St. Mary’s Cath- 
de Church. The united congregation wor- 
shiped io the Indiana avenue building. In the 
February following they bought a lot on Michi- 

avenue, between Twenty-fifth and Twenty- 
sixth streets, 110 fect front, for $36,000, and in 
the spring of 1874 began the erection of a hand- 
some structure, which was dedicated Sunday, 
july 4, 1875.

The Rev. William 
Alvin Bartlett, the pastor, resigned iu Septem- 
ber, 1876, and was succeeded py the Rev. Charles 
Hall Everest, who came from Brooklyn, and 
under whose pastorate the Church has had 
greater accessions to its membership than in 
env other three years of its history, fuily 150 
baying been gathered in since his advent. There 
sre now between 600 and 700 members.

And they intend to ruu their church 
on the broad-gauge plan, —to open it to all,— 
desiring everyone who comes to feel at home. 
They want poor people to come. There is no 
% paupers' corner in the magnificent edifice, 
so if one basu't a broavcloth coat he 
need not fear being stared at. With a 
une church, a superb location, and a splendid 
* constituency,’’—it being the only Congrega- 
tional Ch p the South Side north of 
Fortieth street,—and, above all, witbout any 
abt, the people of Plymouth have unquestion- 
ably a bright tufure before them.

OBITUARY. 
BISHOP W. R. WHITTINGHAM. 
Sew York Times, Oct. 18. 

Bishoo Whittingham, of the Protestant Enis- 
copa! Diocese of Maryland, died at bis summer 
residence, in Orange, N. I., a week ago vester- 
da. He had been confined to his house for 
more than a year, and passed away peacefully. 

Wiltfam Rollinson Whittingham, D. D., LL. 
D., D.C.L., was bora of English parents, in 
New York, on Dec. 2, 1805. His father, al- 
though a man of business, was of avery studi 
ous tarn vf mind, and his mother, it is said, 
became an excellent linguist and gave lessons 
to der children in Hebrew. Young Whitting- 
bam, following the bent of his mind, after his 
early education eutered the General Theo- 
logical Seminary, and was graduated from it in 
183, one year in advance of the canonical age 
of ordination. In the year 1827 be was ordained 
Deacon by Bishop Hobart, and was sent to 
Orange, N. J., as a missionary, entering zeal- 
ously into the discharge of his ministerial 
duties. In 1831 he was appointed Rector of St. 
Lake’s Church, in his native citv, and his zeal 
and eloquence at once brought him iato promi- 
nence. His health, however, began to fai! 
under the strong mental pressure to which he 
subjected himsell, and in 1834 he went on leave 
of absence to the south of Europe, remaining 
there for twelve mouths. After bis return, in 
1885, be was elected Professor of Ecclesiastical 
History in the General Theological Seminary,— 
achair which had been endowed by G. 
Stuyvesant. During the five vears in which he 
beid that position he exercised a marked iuflu- 
ence over all with whom he came in contact, and 
greatiy widened bis reputation. 

In 1840 the Bishopric of Maryland was vacant, 
and he was put forwardasa candidate. The 
comest was a bitter one, but it. ended in bis 
election and ordination at Baltimore in Septem- 
der, 1840. At that time the diocese was in a 
very languishing condition: but his rare 
eXecutive ability and untiring labors soon made 
themselves feit, and before long there was a 
steady accession of members and a marked ad- 
vance in everything connected with the tem- 
Doraland spiritual welfare of the Church in 
Maryland. Jnstitutions of a benevolent 
ebaracter began to soring up under his foster- 
ing care. In 1855 he founded the Church Home 
aud Infirmary, and instituted the order of Dea- 
Copesses, which still exists. Soon after he was 
Made Bishop, he established the College of St. 

ames, near Hagerstown, which continued, with 

® corps of Professors, until the beginning of 
the Civil War, when it was forced to suspend. 

ting that memorable period in the Nation’s 


history his sympathies were strongly with the 


Federal Government, and they were often fear- 
expressed. The diocese was politically 
divided, and nothing dut his great popu- 
larity and the acknowledged honesty of 
bis ~ convictions saved it rom dis- 
integration. On many occasions, in his public 
Career, he was more or less involved in contro- 
versy, but iu every case showed a spirit of de- 
termination which eventually brougut bim out 
Victor. His contributions to theological 
rature have been many and valuable, 
although, Strangely enough, be is better Known 
an interpreter of what others have written 
than as @ thinker.

Remarks Regarding the First Week 
of Opera. 


The New Departure of the Apollo 
| Club. 


Disintegration of the Church Choir

The first week of the opera season has come to a 
Close. The business hus been fair, and it is to be 
presumed the manager finds a balance to his credit. 
it has introauced us to eight new artists. 
dinger. La Bianche, Belocca, Petrovitch, Castel - 
mary. Storti, Baldanza. and Lafontaine. —and has 
given us Faust. Trovatore.“ ** Mignon, 
Aida. ** Lacia. and Traviata. Wita the 
exception thatthe chorus has been defcient in 
every performance. some of the representations 
have been exceedingly creditable. Mignon“ 
was the weakest and ‘‘ Aida” much the strong- 
est, and, in all, whatever of success characterized 
them «must be attributed to individual artists. 


Upon the principle bettera halt loaf than none, 


we should probabiy accept what is offered us with- 
out grambling; but the whole loaf would have 
been more satisfactory, and was what opera-goers 


bad a rigut to expect. We couid have borne with 
weaker soloista even bad the ensemble been 
more complete. Their weakness can be covered up 
by s akillful conductor; but a deficient chorus is a 
bare spot that cannot be concealed, and, as the 
chorus forms the groundwork of the performance 
and holds a dominating position, it can easily mar 
the progress of any work. In this chorus we look 
ip vain for any redeeming quality. One singer ex- 
cels another only in inferiority. It is not a dead- 
level of musics! ignorance or carelesness, but ap- 
parently a conspicuous determination on the part 
of each one to outdo the other in everything that 
goes to make the listener uncomfortable, - the vie- 
tory belonging to a voice among the altos, which, 
for barshness, stridency. falseness, and noise, 
would rain any chorus in which it was engaged. 

It is pleasant, however, to turn from the choral 

um tothe excellence of the principal 
artiste, for, while Mr. osch has never 
given us a worse chorus (simply because 
be can’t), he has seldom given us 28 
stronger corps of artists. We bave already 
noticed their efforts from day to day, and need 
only add asthe result of the week's work. that 
every opera has presented some extremely enjoy- 
apie points. In Faust, we had Castelmary and 
Storti, certainly the best Mephisiopheles and Valen- 
fine ever seen upon our stage. in ‘* Trovatore.” 
as Leonora and Storti as the Court 
to a hight of unusual excellence. while Petro- 
vitch was by no means a mediocre Maurice, and 
ve us a version of the ** Di Quella Pira.“ with 
conventional high C, which has hardly been 
excelled. The principal charm in Mignon“ was 
Castelmary’s Lotariw, though Litta dazzled the 
audience with her une vocal display in tue Polacca, 
Le Blanche showed in the title role, as she 
dad previously in *‘* Faust’ and later in Trayi- 
ata.” a sweetness and purity of voice., and an ease 
ond —— of action. which are very encouraging for 
ture of this very talented artist. In Lucia“ 
we had Litta at her best. and, in addition 
to her very delightfui singing and wonderful tech- 
nical skill, she showed very marked improvement 
in action. The same opera also introduced to us 
the new tenor, Baldanza. who isa strong, vigor- 
ous singer, with a voice of good quality, anda 
actor, notwithstanding his not very impress- 
ive 8 presence. The weakest spot in the 
troupe is the tenors. The bassos, baritones, and 
sopranos are unnsually fine, and the altos fair.

The latest addition to the list is one Mau- 
rice Dengremont, a violinist, only 12 years of age, 
who bas made an unprecedented success in Lon- 
don in the performance of Mendelssohn's violin 
concerto at one of the Crystal Palace concerts. 


A London paper contains the following: No 
woman has ever done large and living work in mu- 
sical composition. Music has hitherto been the 
one art in which sex has asserted itself, in deflance 
of the dearest theories of the advanced. Is our 
time to see the contradiction of this fact? At the 
Royal Academy of Music the Mendelssohn echolar- 
ship was gained for the first time by a woman, —-a 
Miss Maud White, who is now at work upon an 
opera which is described as ‘magniiicently dra- 
matic.’ Her libretto is taken from Lamartine'e 
‘Jocelyn’; and the young composer's argent hope 
is that, when ber darling work is produced, she may 
be allowed to guide the orchestra, to the full inter- 
pretation of her meaning, by conducting it in per- 
don. 


Herr Richard Wagner is a person terrifying to 
the liprettist. Roche's description ofa day passed 
with the composer, the former hammering out the 
words, the latter the music, is very entertaininy. 
Wagner arrived at 7 o'clock, and they worked 
without respite until midday; Roche bent over his 
desk writing and erasing: Wagner strode to and 
fro, bright of eye, vehement of gesture, shouting, 
singing, striking the piano, and constantly bia- 
bing poor Roche Go on! Goon!’ An hour or 
two afternoon Roche, hangry and exhausted, jet 
fall his pen, almost fainting. ‘** What's the mat- 
ter? asked the composer. I am hungry. 
True, I had forgotten all about that; let us aave 
a hurried snack and go on again. Night came 
and found them still at work. I was shattered, 
etupefied,”’ says Roche. My head burned. my 
temples throbbed. I was half mad with my wild 
search efter strange words to fit the strange music. 
lie was erect still, vigorous and fresh as when we 
commenced our task, walking up and down, strik- 
ing his infernai piano, terrifying me at last, as I 
perceived dancing about me on ever side his ec- 
centric shadow cast by the fantastic reflections of 
the lamp, and crying to me ever. Go on! Go on! 
while trampeting in my ears cabalistic words and 
supernatural music.”

ON THE STREETS. 


The Respective Rights of Drivers 
and Pedestrians. 


A Little Law for the Benefit of 
the Former. 


Cases Showing the Measure of Their Re- 
sponsibility. 


During the last month Tas Tnrsune has received 
a number of letters from correspondents asking for 
information as to the respective rignts of drivers 
of carriages or other teams, and of pedestrians, on 
city stree@crossings. These inquiries have un- 
questionably grown out of the large number of 
accidents arising from carejess or reckless driving 
which are reportea in the city papers frem day to 
day. Not very long ago Tux Trinune summarized 
the results for a year or so. and found that they 
averaged in the neighborhood of turee or four a 
day. Hardly a day passes but what a person 
who bas to travel the streets finds bimself 
just escaping from being run over, either 
by a horse which is driven at an 
excessive rate of speed through the streets, or by 
some wagon which comes whirling into the street 
from an alley without giving sufficient warning of 
its approach. For these reasons the inquiry is a 
timely one, and deserves an answer. A reporter 
of Tas Tripune has therefore investigated the 
subject, and Jays before its readers the law bearing 
upon the whole question, and some citations of 
cases which serve to illustrate it: 

TWO EXCELLENT AUTHORITIES 

upon the law of negligence are Thomas G. Shear- 
man and Amasa A.Redfeld. The former, in a treg- 
tise upon the matter, says that a rider or a driver 
of a horse must use ordinary care in the manage- 
ment, and is liable for all damages eecasioncd by 
careless driving. He is bound to have either an 
ordinary degree of acquaintance with the nature 
of horses and to have and to use ordinarv sk1ii in 
their management, or else confine his exercises to 
his own land. He is not bound to know the pecul- 
lar nature of the particular horse he drives, and 
it is therefore not negligence per se to drive 
through the highway ahorse that is in fact unman- 
ageable if the driver haa no notice of its character. 
One who drives in a crowded road must take more 
care than would be required of himif the road 
were clear. It has been held to be culpable negli- 
gence for a rider or driver of a horse to start 


suddenly and rapidly into a street from 
a.yard without keeping the horse weil in hand, or 
looking to sce if the wag isclear. This has been 
decided, and Shearman cites the case of Philips vs. 
Wait. 30 N. V., 78. In that suit the defendant's 
servant was driving a vehicle down a bill after dark, 
and, not having any brake, watched the horse 80 
closely that be did not see the plaintiff until within 
toree yards of him. He might have seen the plan- 
tiff in time to pul! up and avoid an accident if he 
had net been looking at the horse so closely. In 
consequence of such negligence the plaintifl was 
run overandinjured. It was held that the defend- 
ant was liaole. as his servant had not used reason- 
able care te prevent an accident. 
MRS. SPRINGE/TT, 


an Englishwoman, on behalf of herself and several 
children, sued a geatieman named Bail to recover 
damages for tue death of der husband, who had been 
ran over by a vehicle driven by aservant of the de- 
fendant. The deceased, one November evening 
when it was dark and the stree.s were greasy’ 
or slippery, was crossing the Borough road in Lon- 
don with a bundle of hop eacks on his back, where 
there was no regular crossing. An omniousowaed 
by the defendant and driven by one of his servants 
was atthe timecoming downan incline on the 
roud near where the deceased was crossing. 
There was no Rid“ or brake to the omnibus: 
the driver was looking at the horses, and did not 
see deceased until within a distance of about three 

ards. It was then too late to pull up, though the 
Saver tried to do so. The deceased, while at 
the hospital. said it was his own fault. 
as de was crossing the road where 
there was no crossing. It was admitted by the 
driver that if he had hada ‘** skid” or brake he 
should have put it on. 

Judge @pckbura, in charging the jury. said the 
testimony showed evidence of negiigence on the 
bart of the dmver. There was also neg igence on 
tne part of the deceased in this respect, —that he 
Was crossing where taere was no regular crossing; 
but that was only legally material in this respect: 
that the driver might not have expected to see any 
one crossing elsewhere than at the regular crossing, 
and might, teerefore, not have been so much on 
his guard. The deceased had a right to pass waere 
he pleased. Did he do socarciesivand without 
due caution? Even if so, the defendant neverthe- 
less ig liable, if the ariver, by the exercise of rea- 
sonsbie care, cauld have seen the plain- 
ti and avoided the accident. Men are 
not to be recklesiy or carelesly run over because 
they are themselves care/ess. The driver was 
bound to use due and reasonable care and caution 
to avoid running over anybody, no matter how 
carcless tho might be. 

It has been decided that it is 


CULPABLE NEGLIGENCE 


to drive a horse at a trot throuzn a crowd of chil- 
dren, or to putaspur into a horse when close by 
any pereon, and. if undersuch circumstances the 
horse kicks the latter, the rider is responsible, 
without any proof that the horse was vicious. The 
fact that the driver of a carriage in a certain 
suit was intoxicated when he ran against the 
plaintiſft was some evidence that he was neg- 
ligent. The fact of a defendant allowing his 
horse and vehicie to go unattended on the high- 
way or followed by himself at such a distance taat 
he could not control the horse was enough 
to warrant a jury in finding him gutt 
of negligence. bie is illustrated in the 
following case: The chiid of the plaintiff while 
playing in the roadin front of her father’s door 
was knocked down and hurt ody the norse and 
cart of the defendant, then going without a driver, 
his servant being about 100 vards benina nis cart. 
It was held thatthe defendant was liable for his 
eervant’s negligence in letting the horse go on 
alone. (Baird vs. Hamilton, Hay 20; 4. 790.) 


RECKLESS AND NOISY DRIVING, 


which 80 frightens a horse on or near a highway 
that he runs away, tothe injury of the plaintiff's 
property, is a good cause of action, though no 
collision has occurred, as has been frequently 
decided in the courts. It is also culpaoſe 
negligence to ride at such a speed as will make it 
impossible to check the horse in time to avoid 
obstacles which may reasonably be anticinated 
on the road orto turn aside in passing travelers 
who are themselves acting prudently. A rider. 
however, is not bound to reduce hie speed to such 
a rate as may be necessary to avoid harm to people 
crossing the road in ap unreasonaole and improper 
manner. In a country road upon which foot pas- 
sengers are rere, ten or twelve miles an hour would 
be no excessive speed. while ina crowded street such 
a rate of speed, according to decisions, is highly 
culpable, and culpable negligence is also ascribed 
to those who 
AT A CROSSING 


do not drive in a slow and a cautions manner. 
Care drawn upon rails are in the main governed by 
the same rules as other vehicles. 

While, however, the drivers of carriages, carts, 
anicars are hedged about with responsibilities, 
foot passengers themselves are to use due care and 
caution in going upon a crossing at the entrance of 
a street sO as not to get among the carriages, and 
thus reccive injury. It is not contributing negli- 
gence on the part of a foot traveler to walk on the 
carriage-way of a country road. oven though a side- 
walk be provided, but tue same act. the laws main- 
tain. in the crowded streets of acity would un- 
doubdtedly raise a presumption of negligence, be- 
cause it would be 80 unusual that per- 
sons riding or driving along the streets 
would not be bound to foresee it. and 
thas the pedestrian would expose himself 
to serious risk of injury. Where a sidewalk is 
crowded and the carriage-way comparatively free, 
and when the sidewalk is obstructed by merchan- 
dise or repairs, the act of walking on the roadway 
is not considered presumptive evidence of negli- 

ence; but in al) cases the careless driving of the de- 
endant after becoming aware taat the plaintiff is 
upon the carriage-way deprives him of the right to 
picad tne plaintiff's negligence in that respect as 
an excuse. 

Walter Stager, in a treatise upon the 


ROAD AND BRIDGE LAWS OF ILLINOIS, 


says, in speaking of the rights and obligations of 
foot passengers and equestrians, that it is a rule. 
sanctioned by common consent and immemorial 
usage, that a person on horsevack should yield 
the traveied path to any one who is traveling in a 
wazon Or Other vehicle, An equestrian or foot- 
man aas aright of way as well as the driver of a 
Carriage. Let the enjoyment of this right is to be 
regulated by reason, and is not such that a team- 
ster who has a heavy draught can be compelled to 
leave the beaten track of a road if there ig sufficient 
room to pass on eitber side; and when a road is 
narrow or there is difficulty in passing. and it be- 
comes impracticable or dangerous for the teanister 
to give part of the way and the horseman can ride 
by by passing out of the beaten track, it 
is his duty to do so (Greir vs. Sampson. 27 
Pa. St. 185); and this rule was ssid to 
apply to a buggy laden with three men 
aud drawn by a single horse. (Beach vs. Parmeter, 
23 Pa. St., 183.) Bat there is no law requiring a 
man on borscvack to turn out on the right or, left 
eide. The rider must govern himself in this re- 
e ect according LO his notions of prudence at the 

we under the circumstances. 
ci Weel aah’, (Dudley vs. Bolles, 

The rule as to the proper side of the road does 
not apply with respect to fout passengers, but as 
regards them the driver of a carriage may go on 
whichever side of the road he may please. (Cotterill 
ys. Starkey, 8 C. and P., 691.) A footman may 
walk in the wagon-way though there is a good 
sidewalk and he is infirm, and he will 
be entiuled to the exercise of reason- 
able care by ‘persons driving in the road. 
(Bass vs. Litton, 5C. and P., 407). Except for 
the greater difficulty inguiding and arresting the 
progress of vehicies, it is, asa matter of law, as 
much the duty of the velucies to keep out of the 
way of foot-passengers ag itis for the latter to 
escape being run over by tac former.

54 years of age. was run over by one of the 
cars on the Second Avenue Railway in Jan-

The appellants e 
the appellee hed been guilty of negligence, be- 
cause, ‘* if there was danger of the plaintiff's slip- 
ping or falling while crossing in front of the car, 
she ought not Lo have attem to cross until after 
ag by Sy - d. i 

e Court, Mone! ., held that, in action to recover 
dimages for injury to the person occasioned by the 
negligent act of another, the plaintiff? must be 
free from any fault which may have contributed to 
the injury. There are no degrees in negligence; 
for, whether it be great or small. if it can be seen 
that, in any measure, without it the injury would 
not have hanpened, there can be no recovery. No 
general princivle can be established as to the 
criteria or essence of negligence, there being 80 
many different elements which of necessity 
mast enter into it and vary it. Courts never de- 
cide what is or is pot abstract negligence. The 
evidence in the case shows that the apoellee was 
justified in attempting to cross the street. The 
piea of appellants counsel that she ovght to have 
waited until the car had passed in its scope and 
meaning comes to this: that a foot passenger his 
no right apon a public street as against a railroad 
corporation. And TI regret to say that such seems 
to be, practically, the belief of drivers of most 
public conveyances and of many private vehteles. 
The right to travel uponastreet or bighway is 
common to all. They do not belong exclusively to 
the drivers of vehicles. Foot passengers have the 
right to walk upon them; and, except for the 
greater difficulty of guiding and arresting the prog- 
ress of vehicles, it is, as a matter of Jaw, as much 
the duty of the vehicle to keep out of the way of 
the foot passenger as it is for the latter to escape 
being run over by the former. 
A footman has a right to crows a highway, and 
persons driviug carriages are liable if they do not 
take care so as to ayoid driving against him. is 
the duty of the drivers to turn aside or stood their 
teams if necessary, whatever cost of property it 
may occasion, to avoid doing an injary to people 
who may be crossing or standing in the way. 

MARTHA BAXTER, 

62 years of age, lame, and obliged to walk with a 
crutch, while crossing one of the streets in New 
York, was knocked down and run over by a horse 
and cart belonging to James Savage & Co.. where- 
by her leg was so broken as to render ampatation 
necessary. She sued for damages, and the jury 
rendered a verdict in her favor for $2,500. Anap- 
peal was ken to the Superior Coutt, where a pa- 
tient hearing was given to it, the defendants hav- 
ng taken exceptions to the admission of 
evidence and the instructions of the Court 
below. The Upper Court affirmed the 
ey rare and enunciated the propositon that 
»The legal rigut of drivers as welk as passengers 
to use the carriage-way of a street is absolute, not 
exclusive; but there is po priority of right in 
either, and the right of personal protection which 
evely man possesses gives to the foot passenger 
such a prior right in the street as to make it the 
duty of drivers of horses to turn aside or stop their 
teams if necessary to avoid doing any injury to 
persons who may be crossing or etanding in their 
bath. 

It a driver cannot pull up because his reins break 
that will be no ground of defense. because he is 
bound to have proper tackle. (Cotteri!i vs. Star- 
key. 8 C. P., 001). Foot-passengers must also 
use due care. They have no prior rigat of way/ 
over a passing vebicle. If a footman attempts to 
cross a public thoroughfare ahead of approaching 
vehicles which, under circumstances requirng a 
close estimate of his chance of crossing safeiy. he 
cannot recover for injuries sustained in conse- 
quence of negligence of the driver concurring with 
his own mistaken estimate, (Belton vs. Baxter, 14 
Abb. Pr. N. 8. 404.) So if a footman sees a car- 
riage coming furiously, and is headstrong enough 
to try to cross the street, and is run over, he can- 
not recover in an action against the owners of the 
carriage. (Woolf vs. Beard, 8 C. and P., 373.) 

THE CITY ORDINANCES 

are not very definit on the subject. They only say 
that a person driving immoderately through any 
street or alley shall be liable to a fine, and they 
also add tae consoling information that it is the 
duty of every policeman and citizen who sees a 
person driving at an immoderate rate of 
speed to seize hold of his  Oridile 
and stop him, provided always, though the 
law doesn't mention it, that the citizen or police- 
man doesn’t get hit over the head bytne driver. 

and is thus prevented from obeying the mandate 
of the law. 

As to what constitutes immoderate driving, itis 
hard to #eav. The opinions of pedestrians and 
owners of fast horses can hardly de reconciled. 
One definitionis taatitia immoderate driving to 
drive through crowded streets so as to endanger 
the safety of others. That, indeed, is an intict- 
able offense. It has been decidea in Pennsylvania 
that a mile in four minutes is too fast. and it has 
heen held in New York taat. if a person goes a 
mile in three miautes and ten seconds, he be- 
comes liable for all consequences. As for the re- 
suits of owners of horses who travel on West 
Washington street andthe boulevardsin 2:20, they 
are too terrible to contemplate.

His look and bearing, Lysias thus describes:

To look beyond you, and whene’er He spoke 
Illumined by an inner lamping light— 

At times, too, gleaming with a strange wild fire 
When taunted by the rabble in the streets; 

A Jewish face, compiexion pale but dark; 

Thin, bigh-art nostrils, quivering constantly; 
Long nose, full lips. hands taperimg, fall of veins;

He lastofati. I bay this friend of mine

His was a noble nature; frank and bold,

generally unpretentious, and followed by the 
inasculine relatives to the vault, to which it is 
consigned without any form whatever. When 
brides die, they are buried with flowers in 
their wedding gowns. On such occasions the 
coffin is opened at the cemetery, that the eu- 
rious public ma be gratified, and the appear- 
ance and raiment of the dead bride are dis- 
cussed and criticised, and they who are pieased 
with those pronounce the funeral eminently 
satisfactory. Children dying under 7 vears 
of age are buried apart from adults. Parents, 
particuiarly mothers, are very prone to mourn 
their little ones, and are often seen at their 
graves plucking up weeds, scattering roses on 
the spot and watering it with their teare. There 
are many strange customs here; but humaoity 
is the same the world over, and mochers are 
mo hers even in Spain. Well said Richter, 
‘¢ Unhappy is that man whose mother bath not 
made all other mothers veuerable.“ The funer- 
als of infants and children are generally at- 
tended by chiidren, dressed in white and bear- 
ing flowers, which they deposit on the tomb. 
The common people are carried to the grave in 
their everyday clothes, without cofflus, and they 
are irequentiy stripped by their relatives or 
sectons, and cast into the trenches as worn-out 
shoes are huried into the ditch. ‘The Spaniards 
are poorer, especially the lower orders, than any 
American who has not trayeled abroad can 
conceive. ‘They seem to live on nothing. 
What we at home should starve on they, would 
count as opulence. That many of them do 
not perish of inauition is cause to me oi un- 
ending surprise. Hundreds of parents are so 
destitute that they cannot pay the trifling fee 
for interment in tne trenches, and piace dead 
children over night in the porch or entrance to 
the public cemetery. I have seen these little 
corpses, and, when | thought what the mothers 
must have suffered before they could expose 
and leave them thus, my evesight was not quite 
clear.

FAILURE OF “FRENCH FLATS.” 
' Bpectai Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New Yorn, Oct. 22.— French Flats, the new 
plece which opened the regular season at the Union 
Sanare Theatre last evening, is probably the worst 
failure ever seen at that house, barring, perhaps. 
* Children.“ The comedy is translated by 
Mr. R. Cazauran, and there is no apparent 

either in its original or its adapted state. 

hen I read your PhiladelpLia correspondent's 
assurance last week that the piece had caused the 
actors to roar with laughter to such an extent that 
the translator was several times obliged to cease

reading 


the piece would fail. I don't remember ever to 
have known ectors to correctly prophesy the 


success or failare of 2 play. If an 
actor laughs at a line or situation. the 


people in front groan, It is almost 
invariably the cave. In thie instance there 18 no 
departure from that rule. There are many reasons 
why French Flats failed. In the first place, it 
bas no story whatever. The acts are just as un- 
connected as if they had been written as entirely 
separate farces. The characters, who start in with 
every indication of being the most intefesting, 
mysteriously drop ont early in each act. The 
author has left a trail of cast-off characters through 
the play, as a man who is carrying on his back a 
b = — with a bole in it leaves a track of ker- 
ne!s to mark his footeteps. 

The translation, too, has not been successfully 
performed, For instance, the French word corre- 
eponding with our term oreakfast applies to any 
meal prior to dinner. Imagine Mr. Cazauran mak- 
ine one ot-his characters in cold Englisn invite 
anotaer out to breakfast in the middle of tne after - 
noon! There is nothing intentionally funny in the 
dialog, but the expression deaf as a mole cer- 
tainly hag its points of humor, even if they are of 
accidental birth, There are monstrous queer 
trauslattous of French words and phrases, bat the 
oniv ones I recollect at this moment I have already 
mentioned. French Flats contains but two 
characters werth being spoken of as characters. 
Abe rest of them suggest that the author must have 
referred to his people in naming his piece, —-not 
the house in which the action 18 supposed to occur.

I am told that there was a 
consultation of four eminent physicians at his 
house to-day, and that the case is considered ex- 
tremely dangerous, The truthis, Mr. Boucicanit 
bas worked himself off his feet. lle performed an 
enormous ameunt of physical labor in getting 
Booth's ready; wrote, rebearsed, and brought out 
„ Rescued ; wrote and reliearsea Contempt of 
Court at Wallack’s: rebearsed and played in 
‘> Louis XI. at his own theatre; made a bad fail- 
ure and was taken ill; got up and rehearsed

sued for damages Dy Moritz Grau, who served an 
injunction upon him; and was constantly in dire 
distress over the threatening illness of his vet 
daughter.

BOUCICAULT’S RETIREMENT. 

Booth's Theatre, the New York Herald informs 
ns, will be closed to-morrow evening. Cause, par- 
alysis of Mr. Boucicault, ite manager. He has 
been sick for some time, and paralysis has been 
feared. A consultation to which Dr. Metcalf was 
called on Wednesday last confirmed that fear. Al- 
though his condition is critical, their opinion is that 
with entire rest and seclusion from business he 
Will recover. His engagement at Wallack's Thea- 
tre, which was to commence next month, bas been 
postponed till next season: Mr. Theodore Moss 
has undertaken the transaction of ali Mr. Bouci- 
cault's business affairs. If paralysis is really the 
trouble, Mr. Boucicault’s career may be saia to be 
practically atanend. While the great dramatist 


has produced little recently that can be called suc- 
cessful, his Joss to the stage will be a 
severe one. Joseph Jefferson once said: 
**Boncicaulit knew the secret of dramatic 
action better than any man prooabiy 
since Shakspeare’s time,“ and his remarkable 
career as a playwright confirms this opinion. Dion 
Boucicault is 57 years old. His mother. an Irish 
lady, is said to be still alive. Her name is Mrs. 
Dariey, and she residesin Dublin. Through his 
father, who was French, he claimed and for a time 
assumed the title of Viscount de Boucicault. lle 
was educated by that literary Lothario, Dionysius 
Lardner, after whom he i named. and was in- 


Under the nanfe of Lee Morton, he appeared in 
Irish characters, and he has won much fame and 
fortune. When only 18 he produced London 
Assurance, in 1840, at Covent Garden, and fol- 
lowed it with other successes in brigit 
rapidity. They say. including his original 
plays and his adaptations, he has produced 
over 400 works. Many of them had snccesses for 
the run, but some of them will probably hold tne 
stage for all time. Among them may be named 
**Old Heads and Young Hearts. The Octoroun, ”’ 
‘*London Assurance. Tue Shaugbraun,” 
‘* Arrab na Pogue, and The Colleen Bawa.” 
Several times he has appeared before the public as 
a manager; dut he has failed, having been bank- 
rupted in his ventures at the Varieties. New Or- 
leans, at Astiey’s, London, and at Covent Garden. 
in tne same city. He is, however, recognized as 
the best stage-manager out of Paris. He s as good 
a Frenchman as an Irishman. in appearance he is 
siight and delicate, in nature he is cold and 
concentrated. He is specially sensitive to criticism. 
as can be seen from the continuous het water in 
which he manages wo get. He is au admiradie 
newspaper-writer, —clear, close, and often 
picturesque,—and a most interesting conversation - 
alist. His family comprises five eniloren. and bis 
wife is Miss Agnes Robertson, the actress. 

There can be little doubt inat the immediate 
cause of Boucicault’s sickness bas been the dis- 
‘astrous failure of Booth's Theatre.

Taken in the Matter. 


THE SCANDAL. 
TTS RAMIFICATIONS. 
Special Diewatch to The Tribune, 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 25.—The sensation of 

the hour here is the Sentinel’s expose of the in- 
side workings and incredible cruelties practiced 
at the House of Correction, and the affair is 
literally in everybody's mouth. The pretended 
revelations have not only caused a tremendous 
excitement because of the alleged barbarity and 
excessive cruelties practiced uyon the poor 
wretches who are so unfortunate as to be con- 
fined there, by the wicked and brutal men who 
are placed in charge over them (if one-tenth of 
the allegations in regard to their treatment fs 
true), but by reason of, the local prominence 
and previous good standing of some of the par- 
ties involved in these very serious charges. 
Any man who read 
THE HORRIBLE ACCOUNT 
that was copied into Taz Tano on Friday 
morning saw that these charges embraced the 
Judge of the Municipal Court (Mallory); the 
present Chief of Police, Dan Kennedv, formerly 
Director and boss at the House of Correction; 
some of the members of the police force; 
Haase, the present Manager of the House of 
Correction; the Whole force under him; the 
Board of Supervisors, whose business it was to 
see that sucn hellish savagery as charged could 
not be inflicted upon the helpless iumates: and 
the attending physician, who neglected his duty, 
and aliowed his helpless patients to die for want 
of the care and attention that he was employed 
to give them. Of course, in dealing with 
a big scandal of this kind, and 
one, too, be it remembered, that 
has been started by, and rests entirely thus 
far on the unsupported testimony of a dis- 
charged convict, the vewspaper that prints and 
comments upon such incredible atrocities must 
preface it all witha big IF.“ The name of 
the man who makes these frightful charges 
public has not been given to the public by the 
Sentinel, as it ought to have been, but he is well 
known to many, and the way he pats the En- 
glish language together, unless he had help 
about the preparation of his narrative, shows 
him to be aman of more than ordinary ability, 
of good education, and extensive reading. He 
was sent there for forgery,—ivnocently, as he 
contends,—and he pretends to relate nothing 
but what he either saw or heard. He boldly 
charges 
DAN KENNEDY 
with murder; Judge Mallory, of the Police 
Court, with malfeasance in office, and every 
other bad act that can disgrace a J udge, from 
sentencing innocent men to receiving blood 
money; the whole police force with kidnaping, 
and the present Superintendent of the House 
of Correction with practicing, and allowing his 
subordinates to practice,upon the defenseless in- 
mates of the prison such cruelties as out- 
rage every feeling of bumangity and are enough 
to make the Devil biushb. Judge Mallory has 
filled that office, which is an elective one, six or 
eight years, and bas aiways been considered a 
humane and merciful Judge, witha strong in- 
stinct for justice andafirm determination to 
apply it. It was the boast of his friends at his 
last election that ail the rough characters and 
bard cases iu the city supported him. That he 
has always stood high here may be readily in- 
ferred from the fact that two years ago he was 
the 
DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES FOR GOVERNOR, 

and received the full and cordial support of the 
party. What course he will pursue to vindicate 
himself from these serious charges remains to 
be seen. It is said that be will afford the Sentinel 
managers the opportunity to prove what they 
say they are able to before a judicial tribunal 
having competent jurisdiction. 

Van Kennedy is at present Chief of Police. 
He was Superintendent of the Honse of Correc- 
tion when John Black was elected Mayor, and 
was made Chief on the removal of Beck, who 
bad occupied the position for twenty years. He, 
too, as weil as Mallory, bas always had the good 
opinion of the community, and been an especial 
favorit with the Democratic party. He 
has already brought civil and criminal suits 
against the Sentinet Company macagers for libel. 
His counsel are the Hon. dames G. Jenkins, 
Democratic candidate for Governor; William H. 
Ebbitts, a noted criminal lawyer; and District- 
Attorney McKinney, who first ferreted out and 
brought to the bur of justice the old Milwaukee 
Whisky-Ring thieves in 1875 that were robbing 
the Treasury of its revenues. An old personal 
feud between these attorneys aud the preseat 
President of the Sentinel Company is expected 
to lend spice and variety to the legal proceed- 
ings. 

The Sentinel Company is a joint-stock corpo- 

ration, operating under a special charter granted 
by the Legislature, and the property was pur- 
enased of Horace Brightman in 1870 for $95,000. 
A judgment against the concern would be good.

THE AUTHOR OF THE SCANDALOUS REPORTS.

MILWAUKEB, Wis., Oct. 25.—The Sentinel 
House of Correction publication and the libel 
suits resulting therefrom continue to be the 
sensation of the hour here. This afternoon, 
the reputed author of the article, an ex-convict, 
named David Pierson, was arrested by Officers 
Jehan and Casey on a warrant sworn out by 
Chief Kennedy, charging criminal libel. Officer 
Teban discovered Pierson perambulating the 
streets in disguise, and was shadowing bim 
when Officer Casey happened along with the ſu- 
formation that a warrant had been prevared for 
bis arrest. Pierson, after being locked up at 
the Central Police Station, was visited by several 
reporters, who endeavored vainiy to interview 
him, and left the cell-room strongly impressed 
that the fellow is of unsound mind. The fol- 
lowing samples of his answers to their questions 
will serve to show the grounds upon which their 
conclusion is based:

IT STICKS TO IT. 
Milwaukee Sentinet, Oct. 25. 

The Sentinel has so far refrained from com- 
ments on the horrible story published Thursday 
morning, except to explain how the matter came 
into its possession andj why it was pub- 
lisheti. Now it proposes to make some remarks 
on the case. A newspaper seldom dares to 
perform its highest duty to humanity—it sel- 
dom. dares to touch upon corruptions and bar- 
barities which would shock the civilized world. 
In the firat place, it must meet with the petty 
jealousies of the press; jealousies which are 
strong enough, in a few instances only, to lead 
one journal to whitewash and deny the most 
atrocious villaintes simply to oppose the 
paper that makes them public; there are 
a few journale which would prefer that 
human beings should be subjected. to all 
the horrors of starvation, cruelty, and even 
murder, rather than that another journal of 
which itis envious, should lead to the correc- 
tion of evils which are damnable beyond all ex- 
pression. In the next place, it has to meet with 
the opposition of many men who are in author- 
ity—men who have been inefficient and careless 
and who are condemned by the substantiation 
of charges of corruption and brutality. It has 
to meet with the opposition of the men impll- 
cated, who have in their hands all the machinery 
which should be used for their own exposure. 
Finally, it has to meet with the pectliar laws of 
the country, constructed so as to deter news- 
papers irom giving publicity to charges when 
such publicity is absolutely essential to a thor- 
ough investigation. 

All such opposition the Sentinel meets in the 
present case. Lhe correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Times, a mere tool in the hands ef Dan 
Kennedy, whitewashes the whole matter in ad- 
vance, denies it before the evidence is in, and 
leaves bis paper in an uncomfortable position 
if any of the charges are found to be true. The 
corrupt apology for a newspaper, the ews, de- 
nies the story without the least evidence to 
warrant a denial—a thing to be expected wnere 
not an instinct of honesty, decency, or human- 
ity prevails. the members of the County 
Board are likely to oppose themselves to a 
thoroughinvesti¢gation. We except Mr. Smith, 
the member froni Greenfield, who pledges his 
heart, his mind, and his time to the 
cause of humanity io this case. All that can 
be opposed to the Sentinel will be. But we 
did not go into this matter without a 
full knowledge of all possible consequences. 
Dan Kennedy, one of the men implicated, bas 
brought suit for libel against this paper, as he 
had a perfect right to do. Though there could 
be no malice in he publication; though every 
man ought to know that its publication was dic- 
tated only by a sense of duty to God and to bu- 
manity; though the innocence of any man who 
is innocent can be shown without resort to suit 
for libel,—ail the parties still have the right to 
force this paper to shoulder the burden, to go 
through the expense and anneyance of legal 
proceedings. 

On the whole, we are willing to shoulder it. 
If an additional iacentive were needed, which 
we doubt, to make the Sentinel interested in the 
fullest investigation of these charges, it was 
this. That investigation will be thorough. Any 
man in authoritv who fails to do his tull duty, 
who atttempts to shield any man imopitcated in 
the charges, who undertakes to deiend Dau 
Kennedy that Haase may be convicted 
out of Kennedy’s mouth; any member of 
the Board of Supervisors or any other body 
whose duty itis to push the investigation and 
yet falters, will be held up to the scoru of the 
community as long as Lhe Sentinel has a ti pe or 
a dollar left. We have nothing to guin except 
the consciousness of working for the prevention 
of atrocities that the world shudders over when 
committed by the Turks. Aud to that end ve 
are willing to run all the risks of tortuous law, 
to fight whatever force may be used against us, 
and to spend the last dollar we possess. 

Of course the story is improb.able—would to 
God it were impossible. It has been to us like 
a nightmare for a month—not the fear of the 
consequences of publication, but the fear that it 
might be true even in part. It is due to the 
proprietors of the Sentinel that the editor should 
say they have never for a moment wavered in 
their determination to dem ind an investiga- 
tion, and when it was believed no investigauon 
that would be thorough could be secured witb- 
out the publication of the article, they never 
hesitated. 

It was suggested on all hands that the portion 
implicating Judge Mallory could not possiblv be 
true. An inteiligent gentieman said that this 
portion would weaken the whole document 
and this decided us to publish that portion. It 
was not the purpose of the Sentinel to strength- 
en the man’s case; there was no thought of 
bolstering it up; on the contrary we looked for 
evidence to weaken it. if there was any part 
that showed weakness it was due to all the 
parties implicated that it should be published so 
that the peopie could make their own estimates 
as to the truth of the story as a whole. ‘The 
story has been given aud it demands the most 
complete investigation. Any man who stands 
in the way of such an investigation, apy man 
who attempts to influence the progress of the 
ease by throwing more doubt on the story than 
it carries on its face, unless be bave competent 
evidence on which to base bis denials, is an ene- 
my to humanity, tocivilization,to everything that 
an advanced bumanity holds precious. Anv man 
who attempts to make political capital out of 
this awiul story, any man who intimates that it 
has a political purpose,—any man who con- 
demns the publication when he bas no know 
edge that it was not warranted by facts,—shouid 
be scorned by every man whois not lost to all 
sense of compassion for the miserable wretches 
who, bowever low iu the social scale, still wear 
the human form. 

The Sentinel now charges Dan Kennedy with 
brutality while Superintendent of the House of 
Corregtion, and calls upon Mayor Black to sus- 
pend him as Chief of Police until the charge is 
investigated. Ihe Sentinel charges Haase with 
brutality while Superintendent, and calls upon 
the County Board of Supervisors to suspend 
him as Superintendent until the charge is m- 
vestigated. It calls upon the State Board 
of Chariiies aud Reforms to file infurma- 
tions in a court of justice against Dan 
Kennedy and Haase. There is no Distriet- 
Attorney who will do this. It was the duty of 
District-Attorney McKenagey to fie an informa- 
tion against Dan Kennedy, based upon the 
charges wuich appeared in the Sentinel. As the 
prosecuting officer of une county, this was his 
plain duty. instead of doing this, he files an 
information against the Sen/ine—against the 
source of the information—at the instance of 
Dan Keonedy, the man against whom the 
charges are directed! ‘The County Board and 
the State Board of Charities and Reforms have 
the rigut to consult with the District Attorney 
as to the prosecution of Kennedy. But the 
District Attorney has promptly joined hands 
with Kennedy, depriving the authorities of any 

ssible benefit of their right to consult bim. 
nstead of proceeding against Kennedy, he has 
proceeded against the Sentinel. Under these 
circumstances it is demanded that the County 
Board of Supervisors employ competent counsel 
to prosecute the investigation.

Some that have been made the dealers decline to 
make pubne. They have others to get through. 
aud they do not wish to excite the public with the 
record ot multitudinous sales. In other words, 
the buyers are in the market, and they are, to use 
s Stock-Exchange phrase, bearing real estate. 

THE REAL ESTATE IN THE TOWN OF LAKE 
belonging to the bankrupt frm of Duncan, Sher- 
man & Co., of New York City. was sold at public 
anction yesterday, at the Transtt House. Union 
Stock- Yards, for the benefit of tne creditors. The 
ente was under the direction of Chandler & Co., of 
this city, agents for the Assignee, the Hon. W. D. 
Shipman. of ew York, who was represented by 
Mr. C. J. Hull. The terms of the sale were 10 
per cent down, and balance payable witbin sixty 
days. The taxes of 1878 and the South Park taxes 
are paid, and the taxes of 187% must be paid by 
the purchaser. Full and satisfactory title was 
given. ‘The lots are situated in Taylor & Kreigh's 
Subdivision of the east half of the north 
west quarter of Sec. 4, Tewnenip 
88 North., Range 11 east ok third 
Principal Meridian, aud occupy 2 large portion of 
the territory bounded on the north by Egan ave- 
nue, on the south by Forty-third street, on the 
east by the Grand Trank-track, snd on the west by 
Wallace avenue. Two acre-lots and twenty-three 
lots of about 25x125 feet, were sold at private sale 
previous to the auction. Thirteen acre-lots front 
on Wallace and Bissell avenues, and there 
are 102 lots, averaging about 25x125 feet, fronting 
on Dancan Park.
